IMPORTERS AMI CONSTMERS 


A t t h e special tariff convention held some weeks ago in 
Washington City under the auspices of the National Manufac­ 
tu rers’ Association, a number of articles manufactured in Ger­ 
many and Austria were exhibited showing the fearful disparity 
in production costs of those articles in their countries of origin 
and in the United States. 
Appended to each of the exhibits was 
a photostat copy of a sales slip issued by the departm ent store sell­ 
ing the particular article showing the price at which it was sold 
to the American consumer. 
Long lists of these articles, giving the cost in Germany and 
A ustria to the importer and the retail selling price in the United 
States, have been published in Eastern papers. 
Three examples 
only are quoted here. 
For instance, a pair of scissors purchased 
in the German m arket for 14 cents (American money), was sold 
in a department store here for $.‘1,00. 
A German knife with or­ 
namental handle, a pair of scissors folding in, and a nail file, 
costing only 12 cents in Germany, was sold to the American pur­ 
chaser for $8.50. 
Two thermos bottles were placed side by side. 
The German 
bottle cost 17 marks, equal at that time to 8Vj> cents American 
money. 
The duty was 20 per cent (foreign valuation), or 1.7 
cents. 
Adding freight and other expenses, the la id-down cost 
for the bottle here was 12.2 cents. 
These bottles were sold by a 
chain of subsidiary stores controlled by t h e ‘importers at 98 cents, 
a profit of about 800 per cent. 
A com parative American bottle 
is put tout at an average production cost of $1.01 and retails for 
$1.50. 
Under American valuation, with a duty rate of OO per 
cent the landed cost of the German bottle would have still been 
below the American production cost. 
The argument of the American m anufacturers, farmers, work­ 
ingmen, and all who so .strongly advocate the American valuation 
plan, is that to assess duties on such foreign values as these 
am ounts to practically free trade, and no consumer is getting the 
benefit of these low prices paid by the importers, who exact profits 
of from 200 to 1,000 per cent when they sell over their counters. 


I . S. FOREST FIKE PROTECTION 


T h e U n it e d S t a t e s Forest Service h a s established an office in 
Duluth to promote co-operation between the Federal government 
and the states of Minnesota, Wisconsin and Michigan in forest fire 
protection. 
Under the act of March I, J911, generally 
Town as the 
Weeks law, funds were provided with which tile 
V ret ary of 
Agriculture, acting through the United States Foi \ Service, 
might co-operate with the various states in their tire 
Stection 
work. 
The amount appropriated by Congress for this purpose 
has increased to a point where it is now a substantial addition to 
the states’ funds, particularly in tin* states which do not yet make 
large appropriations of their own. 
The location of an office in Duluth is an expression of inter­ 
est which the United States Forest Service takes in all matters 
pertaining to forestry in the lake states, particularly in the pre­ 
vention and suppression of forest fires.

L i l l i a n R u s s e l l M o o r e, who recently made an inspec­ 
tion of conditions in France, England and Italy, under a commis­ 
sion from President Harding, has recommended an “ immigration 
holiday’’ of from one to five years to the House Immigration Com­ 
mittee. 
As a result of her trip, Mrs. Moore said, the conviction that 
“ America should care for Americans first” has assumed first im­ 
portance in her mind among all other phases of immigration prob­ 
lems.
